ADDITIONAL  lUILKS. 

1.  The  Lord's  Supper  shidl  be  administered  in  this 
Church  the  (irst  Sabbath  iu  every  other  monlh,  beginning 
with  Januaiy. 

2.  All  members  of  this  Church  are  expected  to  abstain 
iVom  manufacturing,  veiuling.  and  u>ing  ardent  spirits, 
except  for  medicinal,  chemiral  and  mechanical  purposes. 

3.  The  niemlters  (d'  this  Church  >hall  contribute  their 
due  proportion  for  the  support  of  llie  Cospel.

4.  In  cases  of  alledged  p\iblic  ofTeiises,  tlie  Standing 
Committee  may  designate  individual  nuiinbers  to  c(ji)vei\^c 
with  and  endeavor  to  reclaim  the  otl'cndeis,  in  the  .spirit 
of  our  Savior's  rule  in  the  eighteenth  chapter  oC  Mai  I  hew, 
and  if  need  be,  to  bring  a  complaint  belore  ilie  Cliuicli. 

5.  No  one  shall  be  pcnnined  lo  act  a>  cimuj-l1  Im- 
pei'sons  on  trial  before  the  Chuicli,  exce(>l  some  iiieujhei" 
of  this,  or  a  sister  Church,  oi-  some  uiiiiister  ot  the  (Jo.^pel, 
in  either  case  to  be  approved  by  the  Church.

8.  At  the  close  ot  the  pieparatoiy  leiime  pret.'ediug 
the  Conumiuion  in  duly,  the  Cliun:h  shall  hold  its  auiuial 
meeting,  at  Avliich  the.-je  standing  ruks  shall  he  i  »;ad,  and 
two  mendjers  shall  be  chosen,  who,  with  the  Ta.-ior  and 
Deacons,  sluill  constitute  tlie  Standing  Committee. 

9.  Every  violation  of  these  rules  will  be  held  a  hri-ai  h 
of  covenant. 

10.  These  rules  shall  not  he  aileied  except  after 
notice  given  from  the  pulpit  on  the  Sahhatii.
